RAILROAD FREIGHT RATES. 


Tbo merchants of San Fruncisoo com- 


plained to the 
Inter-State Commerce 


Commission 
of 
discrimination 
in 


freight rates on teas shipped from San 
Fmooisoo to points east of the Kocky 
Mountains, as compared with rates to the 
same poiats on teas shipped on through 
bills of lading from China and Japan. 
The merchants alleged that under existing 
conditions an eastern house can import 
teas from Yokohama, and ship it us far west 
as Kansas City and compete with San 
Francisco merchants, because the rate on 
tea from Japan to Hew York is one and a 
half coats per pound, while from San Fran- 
cisco to New York it is three cents per 
pound. 
Under this arrangement San 


Francisco merchants could ship teas from 
ban Francisco to Yokohama, and 
from 


Yokohama back by way of San Francisco 
to New York, for leas than 70 per cent, o 
what it costs to ship teas,direot from San 
Francisco to New York. 
Of tho cent and 


a half per pound freight .from Yokohama 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


to New York the steamship company re 
ceives one-half cent and the railroads on 
cent per pound or one-third of what they 
charge Sun Francisco merchants for the 
same service. 
This discrimination, the 


merchants say, cuts thorn cfl from the tea 
business east of the Rocky Mountains. 
They ask if the railroads as common car- 
riers, should not accept freight from San 
Francisco merchants on the same terms 
that they give the steamship companies? 


The Chamber of Commtrce joined with 


the merchants and addressed a memorial 
to the luttr-Stato Commerce Commission 
setting forth the facts stated. The Com- 
mission decided in Savor of the merchants 
but the railroad companies paid no atten- 
tion to the decision, and the merchants 
will take the matter to the courts. 


Nevada merchants complain of bimilar 


discriminations in freight rates against 
them and in favor of San Francisco mer- 
chants. They allege that on freight from 
the east they have to pay through rates 
to San Francisco and local rates from that 
city to Reno, Winnemucca, Elko and other 
points on the railroad. 
This prevents 


Nevada merchants from selling goods pur- 
chased in the eabt as cheap as they can be 
sold in San Francisco, though the haul to 
Keno is 244 miles less than to San Fran- 
cisco. 
This 
discrimination 
operates 


against Nevada merchants and the result is 
that there is not a wholesale house in the 
State, and merchants in Nevada, purchas- 
ing wares and merchandise in^the eust 
where the San Francisco merchant makes 
hia purchases cannot compete with the 
latter though the Nevada merchants ha\e 
from 244 to 500 miles tho advantage in 
distance from the purchasing points. Here

(.The Congo Treaty.

WASHINGTON, Jnne 12.—A number of in- 


quiries received at the State Department 
'roLU philanthropic organizations and indi- 
vidaals as to the failure of the United 
States to signify its adherence to the Congo 
treaty, final ratification of which must be 
exchanged before the end of the month.

The State 
officials believe tho treaty will go into tffect 
at the appointed time in respect to all of 
the signatories except the United States, 
and it will be left open to this Government 
to give its adhesion hereafter.

propositions, one of which was that it would 
be unwise for the United States to give 
ocognition to the present rather broad 
laima of European nations to the beat 
ortiocB of Africa which is tacitly recog- 
ized by the treaty.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Assistant Secre- 


tary Spalding has decided that queen bees 
are entitled to free entry under the tariff 
provision for animals specially imported 
for breeding purposes, notwithstanding a 
requirement that provision for a certificate 
of pedigree showing pure breed cannot 
possibly be complied with in their case. 
This is in harmony with the practice under 
the old tariff, but is in conflict with the 
practice under the present tariff of assess- 
ing duty on queen bees at the rate of twenty 
per cent, ad valorem under the provision 
for anirpals not otherwise provided for. 
The present ruling is based on the repre- 
sentations that these bees are never im- 
ported for other than breeding purposes, 
and that they are always of superior breed.

TOADYISM. IN AMERICA.. 


An Address Delivered at the University 


Commencement ^Exorcises. 


Knowing as you do the theory of our 


government and our glorious history of in- 
dependence and patriotism, yon wonder 
what one could possibly say on such n sub- 
ject. But there was no lack of material, 
as seen iu examples of dogged servility and 
contemptible flunk jism. 


On all sides we see the spirit of Ameri- 


can independence replaced by European 
obsequiousness. Within our own bounda- 
ries the poor loady to the rich, and even in 
Washington what is more noticeable than 
the universerval catering to party and pub- 
lic opinion. 


In the paet the object of If gislation was 


to promote, tho welfare of the United States, 
but now oar Representatives iu Congress 
bare a caucus before passing upon a 
measure, and the first and all important 
question is, "How will the uieasote effect 
the prospects of our party in the next oleo- 
tion?" 
And whatever be the aaswor to 


this, it dooidea the action of that party. 
However, there are yet a few noble excep- 
tions to this rale, and we are not compelled 
to go east of the Rocky Mountains to find 
them. 


This churlish idea of dependence perme- 


ates every vein and artery of our Rspublio. 
It even governs our business transactions 
and oar financial system. 
Why did the 


United States Government demonetize sil- 
ver a few years ago? 
Why! because Eng- 


land set the example, and of course we 
have to do what England does, ''don't you 
know." And when we saw our folly, what 
was done? There was only one course to 
pursue. 
Wo must send committees to Eu- 


rope to see if our dictators would allow us 
toremonetiza it; and when this action was 
refused, we acquiesced. 
Of course we ac- 


quiesced. 
What could we do? The coun- 


try which robbed our ships of their Bailors 
and was whipped for it in 1812, now wben 
our population was doubled and our wealth 
multiplyed by ten or twenty, established 
our fin noial policy and plundered our 
mines of one-fourth of their value. 


A country the greatest in the world, a 


world within itself, becomes a suppliant at 
the feet of its twice-conquered lord. 
Oae 


country, which feeds and clothes the half 
of Europe, must beg for mercy at the 
handa of its dependents. But this is in ac- 
cordance with the European idea of cash, 
which, although nobly repudiated by onr 
Constitution, seems to be the God of many 
of our citizens. 
Wo must make them our 


Lords, take their soora and dictation, and 
then support them. 
We, instead of exer- 


cising that spirit of independence, onr nat- 
ural heritage from Washington, 
Adams, 


Jefferson and their many compatriots, sink 
into a nation of ignominious vassals. 


Even in dress we ape Europeans. Go 


into our cities; look at a fashion plate, and 
the first thing that meets yon eye is "The 
latest from London," or "Just out in 
Paris," and there are ten chances to one 
tht.t the style is wholly an American con- 
ception, and that the articles were made in 
America by Amerioan workmea; but one 
wotd of this to the public and the fashion 
is doomed. 
We must let the aristocratic 


bummers of Europe wear our coats first or 
they are not salable. 
The idea of our 


copying anything from Earopo is absurd. 
America, an infant among nations, in her 
mighty rush of progress has drawn the 
whole world in her wake. Arneiica, who 
taught the world the use of si«am, Amer- 
ica, who taught the mistress of the seas to 
build ships and to covet her men-of-war 
vrith iron, Amerioo, who by the invention 
of the Bowing machine liberated more 
slaves from serfdom than Alexander II, or 
President Lincoln, America, who by the 
practical application of electricity has 
lighted tho -world and annihilnted time and 
distance, America, who by her practical 
common senso aad ingenious inventions 
haa doubled, tripled, yes, quadrupled or 
sextripletl the wealth nnd enlightenment of 
the whole world, nmst modestly abide the 
opinion and approval of Europe. 
Look at 


our literature. Although we produce as 
mnch as any other nation, what is it? Can 
we honestly call it American literature? 
Does it portray the beauties of Amerioan 
life or tho grand of our social system? Oh, 
no! There is no poetry iu onr existence. 
Our authors must seek their models else- 
where. Iu bonny England, where the heir 
apparent plays 
baccarat, 
in immoral 


France, inert Spain or 
bankrupt 
and 


treacherous Italy. But why deplore this 
servility in literaturt? 
What better could 


we expect when the leading colleges of our 
country, the institutions which should be 
the light-towers of patriotism, make it n 
condition in selecting a professor that he 
shall have studied in Europe, and our Uni- 
versities show their subseryianoe by send- 
ing their graduates across the Atlantic as n 
reward 
for scholarship. 
Why should 


America, who has produced the mechanical 
genuises of the world for the last century, 
crave the impractical knowledge of Europe? 
Why have we no great scholars? Why are 
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ABSOUUTEUr PURE 


their independent 
research which has 


given them that skill. 


Let us for a moment glance ot what onr 


scholars take for their models. .The sages 
of Germany for instance. Germany, the 
land of Universities find cf suicides; the 
land where the code of hoooi is held in 
greater revoreuco than the civil or moral 


law, 
und duelling, that ro'.io o( barbarism, 


is os much honored as its companion in 
descent from medieval times, the idea that 
the autocrat r ilej by divm« wi'l. 
Bat let 


us not decry the greatness of the German 
scholar. 
Ho is a true philosopher. He 


has Investigated nature and knows her 
laws, and to his credit let it bo snid that 
he pats his knowledge to pr.ict.iue. 
When 


he wishes lo evolve an idea he simply dis- 
places it with big favorite lager. We would 
not be understood as taking such n narrow 
gauge view of the subject as to say that 
Germany has not produced great scholars 
and added her full share to the world's 
stock of learning, 
Germany, ^France and 


England all are prolific iu scholars and 
great in scholarship. 
We do not envy 


them their greatness. 
We glory in their 


achievement;. 
But why should America, 


like a supple vine, cling to the great troc 
of knowledge which Europe has nour- 
ished. 
The seed from that tree was 


planted in our colonies years ago, and had 
that young tree been pruned to the Ameri- 
can idea of independence in a soil where 
no thistle or barbarous prejudice grew to 
stint its development and beneath a sun 
which the clouds of caste could not obscure, 
why should it not, even now, have towered 
above and overshadowed Europe the same 
fi everything in which we imve allowed 
full sway to Amerioan aggressiventsa and 
push. 
"He who goea a borrowing goes o 


sorrowing," and as long as we try to bor- 
row European learning wo will be jeerc-d 
and despised. 
There is one other kind of 


toadyism which is so contemptible that it 
pains me to mention it. Yet it is only the 
natural outgrowth of the slavishuess which 
I have previously mentioned. 
I refer to 


this trading of American gold for the titles 
and nods of nobility. Our language is not 
strong enoagh to express contempt for 
these modern Esaus who sacrifice their 
wealth, their honor, their birth-right, to 
gain admission to the enchanted circle, to 
enter society, the most notable distinction 
of which ia its vice, to mix and mingle with 
the blue blood of Enrope. 
Yea, verily 


their blood is blno with scrofula and the 
germs of insanity. To think that even the 
meanest American could noil his birth- 
right, that of b'eing n king among kings, 
for the right to lass the foot of tbe one 
king in a community of vassals, 


Oh! America, sweet land of liberty, must 


you grovel in tbe dust before this rotton 
idol, aristocracy? 
Huvo you forgot thos 


torn and bleeding feet that followed Wash 
inglon? Have you forgotten the shiverin 
and starving heroes of Valley Forge? Ha 
that glorious and divine spirit of libert 
and equality among men goao from you 
bosom? 


"Still keep thy independence -whole; 
Let nothing warp thee from thy course, 
Ana thou shalt wield a giant's force, 
Ana wrong before thy foot shall roll."

CLEVER 
GIRL'S 
SCHEME 
FOR 


STEAM BATHING AT HOME. 


An Old Chair, Pieces of Cart Off Water- 


proof*, Alcohol and Feminine Ingenuity 
Form an Interesting Combination—The 
Details of Her Method. 
"During the winter I do not bare the 


enthusiasm about bathing that I do the 
very first warm spring day," said a girl 
;o a friend of hers one pleasant day: 
'and then the baths cost so much." 


"Yes, I have learned that to my sor- 


row. 
The bath itself is always one dol- 


lar, a bit of cracker and a taste of wine 
is half as much more, and then my bangs 
are straight when I am through, bnt I 
lave solved tha problem now." 


"How? So it won't cost so much? Oh, 


do tell us all." 


"Oh, 
I have rigged up a Turkish bath 


which only costs a cent an hour," 


"For goodness sake where? I thought 


you lived in a flat." 


"I have it in my room where I can sit 


and steam away all day, if I choose, •with- 
out disturbance." 


"But doesn't it take up lots of room?" 
"Oh, no, not at all." 
"Then just sit down and tell us all 


about it." 
"I took a low seated, high backed 


grandfather's cbair, which mother had 
vanished from the parlor, because you 
mow every one has one now, and nailed 
narrow strips of wood in such a manner 
as to form a canopy-like top to it. Then, 
you know, like every one else, I had sev- 
eral old mackintoshes or gossamers in 
;he old clothes closet, which from hav- 
ag sprung a leak about the shoulder or 
ike cause had been thrown aside. 


HOW SHE MANAGES. 


'Cutting out the best parts of these, I 


txraud the edges of several pieces I had 
fitted to the frame with tape, and in the 
corners and at intervals along the edges 
made strong button holes and fastened 
the whole by means of these to nail 
leads 1 had left projecting about one- 
lialf inch from the framework: These 
pieces can be buttoned on and taken off 
in a few moments. 
Wheii on the back 


and sides of the chair and top, being 
covered squarely and neatly, look like a 
iigh box. 
In front another piece falls 


down to the seat, with a small piece like 
a little window cut out of the middle to 
breathe through. 


"This being finished, you want a small 


Foot tub placed in front of the chair and 
Hied, when you are ready to use it, with 
lot water. 


"I think every one should have in her 


room a one burner oil stove or a small 
jas stove, by means of which one may 
have water that is not only hot, but boil- 
ing, at will. 


"Place such a one on a chair at hand, 


with a pan of hot water with which to 
keep that in the foot tub replenished. If 
you have not a shower bath, have ready 
;old water for a lightning sponge bath. 
Place a linen rag in a saucer and pour 
on it a teaspoonf ul of alcohol and set be- 
neath the chair." 


"Oh, yes; I tried that once when I had 


a bad cold coming on and I nearly roasted 
myself." 


"Oh, but if you just tack a piece of 


cardboard on the front of the chair, just 
wide enough to protect the limbs from 
the blaze and have the seat of wood, or 
else well padded, you will have no 
trouble. 


"It is a bother to get all these things 


together, but once having d^ne so it is 
best to put them away in such a manner 
as to be easily accessible. 


"Notice how all evidence of it may be 


disposed of afterward. 
The pieces but- 


toned on to the nail heads may be taken 
off in a moment, the steam wiped off 
the waterproof surface, and they may 
be aired at the window while you are 
picking up the other things. 


IT TAKES UP LITTLE ROOM. 


•'When emptied the tub must be thor- 


oughly dried over the register, the bath 
towels and wraps put away. A neat 
drapery of muslin or heavier stuff may 
be arranged like i\ canopy about the 
chair, and a dainty cushion and valance 
will conceal the tub in which the folded 
pieces of mackintosh are laid, and the 
whole may be stowed away beneath the 
chair. 
" It is obvious that if the chair is not 


available a simple framework could 1j§, 
made up by a carpenter at low coslj, pr 
a bright girl with a large bedroom or 
bathroom at command, could; utilize two 
packing boxes for the, aaine purpose with 
better effect, i f any, than the chair bath, 
althoxi&i,"1fh,a almost hopeless ugliness of 
two packing feftses is a drawback. 


'Awd now for the bath. 
'Yon disrobe as usual, and lifting up 


the curtain with the little window in it, 
step into the warm footbath and -yt 
down in theohair. Tuck thequilte^. iap. 
robe about your knees, let dow» the cur- 
tain mill put one hand ou*-, an(i jirop 
a lighted match into thq \easpoonful of 
alcohol in the saucer. 


•Draw yourhan''. in and close every 


crevice to keep J 
the hot air in. 
If yon 


can stand it r-at more of the alcohol in 
the siuice* n't intervals, but don't try 
more t>.,m one teaspoonful at <?ace. 
The 


hot Un air at first makes you feel faint, 
but when the perspiration breaks out 
you 
CM 11 just sit and sizzle in comfort. 


After fifteen initiates I generally take 
theb.itli mitlen and plenty of soap and 
water and scrub off the perspiration. 


"Then ' burn another teaspoonful of 


alcohol and when I get well warmed u j 
in the hot air I tuke a quick bath in cold 
water, into which 1 have put a prepara- 
tion oi gum benzoin, then with a quick 
rubbing with n i-oarse towel 1 jump into 
my bath blanUel and into bed for a nap.'
